“The Cunstitutional Convention of
1878 devoted a great deal of thme to
the discussion of this question, and
those sections prohibiting sectarian aid
waore adopted by a very large majority.

“Governor Beaver, and after him
Governor Pennyprekor, vetned numerous
appropriations for hospitals on the
ground that they were sectarian.

"Governor Pennypacker in 1003 in
vetoing an appropriation to the Prea-
byterian Hospital of Pittsburgh and
Allegheny County, said that it was ‘a
denominationnl and sectarian institu-
tion within the prohibition of the Con-
stitution’,

““The lLegislature of 1010 made an
appropriation _to  the Duquesne Uni-
versity of the Holy Ghose at Pittsburgh,
It is n widely known Catholic uni-
versity, where the doctrines of that
church are taught exclusively. The
Legislatire made it a distinctly see-
tarian appropriation, as much so as
though it had made a gift of mbney to
uny depominational college—Baptist,
Methodist or Presbhyterian-—whers the
theological doctrines of that sect are
taught,”' said Mr., Kauffman,
